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Kilchwin Castle. I his mte>estiig ruin is situated at the 
end of Loch Awe '1 lie present building is supposed to have 
been erected in 1440. It was at one time a stronghold of the 
9 Campbells in succession to tlm MacCregors, whose castle 
5 occupied the same site prior to this. Loch Awe is a winding 
strip of water 23 miles in length ; its shores are well wooded and 
ordAianj fine examples ol lake scenery. 
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Kilchwin Castle. This interesting ruin is situated at the 
end of Loch Awe. The present building is supposed to have 
been erected in 1440. It was at one time a stronghold of the 
Campbells in succession to the MacGregors; whose castle 
occupied the same dte prior to this. Loch Awe is a winding 
sirin of water 2^ miles in length ; its shores are well wooded and 
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
